Facts 

The pertinent facts are listed below.

1 . The present patent application was filed on September 5, 2003, based on Provisional 
Patent Application Serial No. 60/409,921, filed September 10, 2002. The present 
application was filed with an unsigned declaration. The invention was developed by the 
inventors as part of their duties while employed by ADC Telecommunications Inc., Eden 
Prairie, Minnesota. None of the inventors remained in the employ of ADC 
Telecommunications Inc. at the time the present application was filed. 

2. A Notice to File Missing Parts was issued by the USPTO on November 26, 2003.

4. In the cover letter, Mr. Holman was requested to review the application and to execute 
the declaration and assignment enclosed with the letter.

5. The application was received by Mr. Holman, as evidenced by the return postcard 
signed by Mr. Holman (copy attached). Mr. Holman did not respond to the letter of 
January 14.

Mr. Holman did not respond to the 
request. 

8. Another telephone call was made to Mr. Holman' s residence, on Monday, April 26th, 
2004. Another message was left in which the below-signed attorney requested that Mr. 
Holman contact him regarding the application. Mr. Holman had not responded by the 
time this petition was filed. 



Petition 

As is outlined in the facts above, Mr. Holman was presented with a copy of the 
application and declaration. Mr. Holman made no response to the first request to execute 
the documents, nor to the subsequent attempts to contact him by letter and telephone. 
Mr. Holman has now had over three months in which to sign the declaration, but has 
refused to make any contact with the below-signed attorney. In view of the inability to 
obtain any co-operation from Mr. Holman in this matter, the Office is requested to 
conclude that Mr. Holman' s conduct constitutes a refusal to sign the application. The 
remaining Applicants submit this petition along with the response to the Notice to File 
Missing Parts, and request that the PTO consider the application to be complete.
